Lane defined the causes of the car shortage 
in the northwest and the resulting coal fam- 
ine in North Dakota. 

“Tt is a fair inference,” the report saya, 
“from all che testimony that the real cause 
of the coal scarcity in North Dakota was 
such an abundance of west bound traffic at 
the head of the lakes that cars were not avall- 
able in the congested state of that terminal 
for the carrying of coal to North Dakota— 
a comparatively short haul for a low clase 
commodity.” 

In his letter of transmission to the presi- 
dent Mr. Lane says that the report will be 
followed in due course by the special recom- 
mendations of the commission as a whole to 
whatever legislation, if any, may be deemed 
advisable. 

Coal Dealers in a Combination. 

Referring to the report that the coal short- 
age was due to the presence of a trust or com- 
bination between dealers in coal which fixed 
prices in the northwest and refused to sell 
to outsiders " and “‘ irregulers,” the report 
says: 

“The commission has gained indisputable 
proof of an agreement between coal dealere 
to maintain prices and to boycott all who do 
not so agree; but there is no evidence at all 
justifying the contention that this combina- 
tion is chargeable with the coal shortage pre- 
vailing, nor that the railroads were party 
in such a way to such a conspiracy.” 

Financial loss to a large percentage of the 
people of the northwest is shown to have 
been caused by the failure of railroads to 
prepare for a large movement of grain. Mr. 
Lane shows that the railroads tapping the 
great grain belt of the northwest seem to 
have been overwhelmed by this year’s crop, 
although in fact the erop searcely exceeded 
that of 1905, nor did it equal that of at least 
one other preceding year. 

Only 38 Per Cent of Grain Handled. 

„ Fifty million bushels of grain,” the re- 
port eays, “as nearly ‘ae can be estimated, 
remains on the farms or in the country eleva- 
tors of North Dakota. But 88 per cent of 
the érop has been shipped. The country, or 
line, elevators at a large number of country 
stations are full. Some of these reached their 
capacity as early as September and still con-

„ Certainly one must search far and wide 
for a more outrageous Instance of heart sick- 
ening and contempt breeding delay in the 
administration of justice. Where lies the 
responsibility? This, it is believed, is a ques- 
tion of vital concern to the people of the 
state. And since the people rightly look to 
the legal profession for the prevention and 
correction of legal abuses, it is of particular 
importance to the bar.“ 

The Review then announces that it soon 
will present a detailed history of the litiga- 
tion in an effort to point out the “ causes of 
the shameful delay and to suggest reforms 
for the prevention of such abuses,”

Condemns “One Judge Opinions.” 

The same number will contain an editorial 
on the subject of one judge opinions” by 
the Supreme court. Opinions prepared by

| does not pass upon the case, but upon one

Mayor May Revoke License. 

As reported by the committee on license 
and called up by Ald. Dunn, the measure 
provided that a second conviction for viola- 
tion of the law should make it mandatory 
on the mayor to revoke the license. 

An amendment to make it discretionary 
with the mayor instead of mandatory was 
presented by Ald. Pringle and supported 
by Ald. Snow, with the argument that two 
convictions for such violations of the dram 
shop act as keeping open after hours would 
make it necessary for the mayor to revoke 
the license. 

“It is wiser to trust the discretion of the 
mayor rather than the discretion of a bar- 
keeper,” said Ald. Snow. The mayor should 
be given the power to revoke, but it should 
not be mandatory for him to. A bartender 
by keeping open five minutes after the closing 
hour has violated the law and convictions 
for two such offenses would make it neces- 
sary for the mayor to take the license away.” 


Brings Scully’s Retort. 

It was this line of argument, with some ad- 
ditions by Ald. Coughlin, that brought forth 
from Ald. Scully the statement that the big 
hotels needed watching as well as the smaller 
ones.

Listening When All Have 
Recuperated. 


The skirmishing over the adoption of the 
proposed traction settlement developed yes- 
terday into a fierce conflict that raged all 
day in the session ot the city council's com- 
mittee on local transportation. 

The aldermen were treated to a talkfest 
comparing favorably with the most notable 
achievements in this direction of the reform 
school board. The game was calied on ac- 
count of darkness and will be resumed as 
goon as the combatants recover form. 

The onslaught on the ordinances as framed 
by the council committee was conducted by 
the teachers’ union, the federation of labor, 
the Jefferson club, and sundry free lance re- 
formers long on ee and short on con- 


structive 
For the rove Attorney D. K. Tone 


zattempted in an argument covering half a 


day, to show that the nees are full 
of loopholes through which the companies 
will manage to extract a bonanza and de~ 
feat municipal ownership. 

For the teachers’ union, Walking Dele- 
gate Margaret Haley aimed some vitupera- 
tive pot shots from the side lines that en- 
livened, if they did not further the argu- 
ment. 

In reply to the criticisms Special Traction 
Counsel Walter L. Fisher explained the 
practical working of the proposed franchise 
provisions and refuted charges that an at- 
tempt was being made to sneak through a 
settlement in which the companies would 
have things all their own way. He convinced 
the committee that Attorney Tone had mis- 
represented the ordinances deliberately for 
the the sake of his argument, and that Miss 
2 failed to comprehend. the fiscal and 

I mechanism of the settlement plan. 

e argument became so intense that the 
committee did not adjourn till close to 7 
o'clock with the result of filling the city 
hall corridors with knots of angry disputants. 
Walking Delegate Haley quickly gathered 
about her a group of lawyers and reform- 
ers on whom she vented much indignation 
which she had been prevented from turning 
loose in the committee. 


“Discovery” Excites Miss Haley. 


Miss Haley was greatly excited over Attor- 
ney Tone’s boasted discovery that the big 
stick clause is worthless because the City 
railway has no charter right to extend ite 
system to the north side in the event that 


the Union Traction company fails to accept 


its ordinance. Attorney Fisher explained 
in the committee, and again to Miss Haley in 
the corridor afterward, that an amendment 
has been drafted which will permit the south 
side company to occupy north side streets 
through a new north side company, which 
would lease its rights to the City railway. 

“Mr. Fisher, you cannot convince me that 
the companies are acting in good faith,” ex- 
claimed Miss Haley, excitedly shaking the 
purgle covered draft of the ordinance in the 
lawyer’s face. “‘ Ald. Dever and Finn and 
Zimmer told me last week that the commit- 
tee was ready to approve the ordinance, and 
up to that time the inability of the south side 
company to go to the north side had not been 
revealed. We knew nothing about it till Mr, 
Tone brought it out.” 


Fisher Unable to Convince Her. : 


“The matter was brought up in the com- 
mittee several weeks ago,” replied Mr. 
Fisher, and counsel were instructed to 
draw an amendment covering the point. At- 
torney Francis Lynde Stetson of New York 
was in Chicago on Monday and yesterday for 
this purpose, and the amendment was handed 
to me when I returned from Atlantic City. 
I have it in my pocket now. If any aldermen 
told you the ordinance was ready for ap- 
proval without amendment it must have 
Slipped their minds.“ 

Well, I won't believe that the companies 
are dealing honestly,“ returned Miss Haley. 
“These men representing those companies 
are nothing but thieves, holdup men, and 
swindiers. I’m going to denounce this ordi- 
nance wherever I go from now on.“ 

Attorney Fisher attempted to explain the 
details which the teachers’ agent had failed 
to comprehend, but she started forth on an- 
other tirade and he was compelled in all 
chivalry to retire with a sweeping bow, leav- 
ing the corridor to Miss Haley and her satel- 


lites, 
Federation Officials Present. 
| In addition to the aldermen and the law- 
yers representing the traction companies the 
session was attended by President Fitz- 
patrick and several officials of the federation 
of labor, Addison Blakely, George E. Hook- 
er, and H. M. Ashton. 
The only thing accomplished by Attorney 
‘Tone’s attack was the incorporation of a 
few minor provisions which the committee 
believed would not strengthen the ordinance, 
but would remove the objections of the labor 
| organizations. In addition to the question 
of the City railway’s charter limitation which 
he raised the attorney’s c*iticisms were: 
Ordinance purports to be a license, but in reality 
is a twenty year franchise, with conditions making 
purchase by the city impossible. 
Transfer provisions inadequate. 
No limit placed on amount of rehabilitation, which 
may exceed the $75,000,000 Mueller certificate issue. 
Limite right of purchase by the city until right 
of municipal operation is secured. 
City should heave percentage of gross receipts 
instead of part of net profits. 
Board of supervising engineers vested with too 


broad powers. 
City not fully protected in provisions for sub- 


way systems. 

Provisions for rehabilitation are general, vague, 
and indefinite, and there is no adequate enn 
for compelling their performance.“ 


Sees Trouble Twenty Years Hence. 


The attorney declared that the provision 
for the grant of the street car system to an- 
other company after the expiration of twenty 
years is loose and will invite litigation. He 
also argued that the Mueller law contem- 
plates that a licensee may purchase on the 
same terms as the city, the payment of a 
bonus of 20 per cent as provided being there- 
fore illegal. 

And if the Mueller certificate ordinance 
is held invalid,“ continued Mr. Tone, and it 
is found that this ordinance violates the 
Mueller law, you will have on your hands a 
straight twenty year grant to these com- 
panies, and instead of ending your troubles 
now, as Mr. Fisher says, they will only be be- 
ginning twenty years from now.” 

Thereupon Mayor Dunne proposed that an 
amendment be incorporated providing that 
if the Mueller law should be held invalid the 
city could purchase whenever valid authority 
is conferred. The counsel were instructed te 
draft such a provision. 

Says Power Is Bargained Away. 

Attorney Tone declared that the authority 
to acquire the properties by condemnation 
granted by the Mueller law was bargained 
away by the ordinance. He also complained 
that the council was deprived of its right 
to regulate service and to determine the lo- 
cation of subways, the technical powers be- 
sg Cees in the board of engineers.

In launching into a formal reply to Mr. 
Tone's argument Mr. Fisher characterized

“I want to prove to vou.“ sald Mr. Fisher, 
“that this ordinance follows out in every 
detail the Werno letter in which Mayor 
Dunne outlined the proposed traction settle- 
ment. That ar ‘after a 
conference between Mr Hearst and Mayor 
Dunne and myself in New York. Mr. ee 
was asked as the head and representa 


resentatives 4 this city and they eoncurred 
in the approval of it. In conference 
which approved the Werno letter were Miss 
Haley, Mr. Shanks, the Hearst editorial 
writer, Louis F. Post, Jeary Ashton, who 
has offices with Mr. Tone, and Mr. John A. 
Watson. Tone was in constant touch 
with the tter at that time, and I under- 
Stand he approved of the principles enuncl- j 
ated in the letter. 

“Again it was stated in the letter that 
the first step was to fix the value ot the tangi- 
ble and intangible properties. In fact, all 
of the fundamental provisions in the ordi- 
nance are based on the Werno letter. 

Now, the best deal has been made with 
the companies that was possible. ‘You can't 
compel a company to put millions of dollars 
into a public utility and pay compensation 
and take chances of getting its money back 
again. You ee ey 
an uate return.” 


Bays Tone Conceals Facts. 


Mr. Fisher then declared that Mr. Tone 
had concealed the fact in his argument that 
purchase by a licensee’ in case of forfeiture 
is provided for without payment of the 20 per 
cent bonus. 

“ Mr. Tone thinks you can compel the com- 
panies to do things without protection, con- 
tinued the traction counsel. “ He thinks they 
should agree to do whatever the council di- 
rects. You know that. wont submit 
to any such thing. I would like to see the 
transfer privilege extended. to all the lines. 
But the companies will not agree to that on 
the ground that with the present division of 
interests and the present loopage they could 
not protect themselves against fraud. 

There are twenty-one through routes pro- 
vided and extensions, and the company is to 
abide by reasonable service regulations in 
which the company shall be bound and the 
city not. How can he say there are no serv- 
ice regulations when a penalty for noncom- 
pliance is provided in the shape of we 
or a fine of $10,000 a day.

As to conderrvation, I will say that Mayor 


Dunne once thought that the properties could 


be acquired under the eminent domain act. 
He has concluded that in the present state 
of complications such a course would be 
inadvisable. In my opinion the companies 
would be able in condemnation proceedings 
to have the properties appraised at all we 
are to give for them. 

Then does any one believe we could raise 
the money to rehabilitate at less than 8 
per cent? Why. it we should purchase today 
we would have to pay brokerage and con- 
struction profits to the contractors who un · 
dertook the rehabilitation. Engineer Arnold 
gets 15 per cent construction. profits. We 
are giving the companies only 10 per cent. 
And I want to say right here that ft ts a 
long time since any municipality has had 
the guarantee of honesty in @ public under- 
taking such as is insured in the agreement 
between the city and the companies making 
Bion J. Arnold the mune engineér of this 
commission.” 


Curing Lack of Charter Power. 


Mr. Fisher then explained the understand- 
ing that the ordinance of the City railway 
was not to be accepted till the company in 
some way had circumvented its lack of char- 
ter power to extend its lines to the north 
ide. This he said could be done by an 
amendment to the charter or in a.more 
satisfactory way through the organization of 
a company on the north side which would 
lease the rights to the City railway in the 
event that Union Traction fails to qualify. 

‘If the City railway falls to satisfy the city 
on this point.“ said Mr. Fisher, all its 
rights under the ordinance are to be for- 
feited. Attorney Stetson of New Tork has 


agreed to take care of the contingency and 


the name of the north side company will 
be written into the ordinance.” 

Mr. Hooker asked how soon it was thought 
Chicago would have municipal ownerehip 
and Mr. Fisher replied that would be de- 
termined by the next referendum on the sub- 
ject, the last one having produced a ma- 
jority of less than 5,000 in favor of M. O. 


He added that he thought it was the intent 


of the companies to give unimpeachable 
service in the hopeAhat the people would 
postpone M. O. indefinitely and pres them 
to operate. 3 


Defects of Ordinance Cured. 
In reply to Attorney Tone's fears concern- 
ing the Mueller certificate ordinance, Mr. 
Fisher said its defects had been cured. For- 
tune, he gaid, was with the city in that in- 
stance, the ordinance having been upheld by 
Judge Windes, although the next day after 
the referendum the attorney who drew the 
measure declared it was invalid. 
Mr. Hooker thought it might be difficult to 
get a licensee at the end of twenty years that 
would be willing to pay the $8,000,000 for pres- 
ent unexpired franchises which by that time 
would be vold. Mr. Fisher admitted that this 
amount constituted the only water in the 
financial proposition. But he knew no other 
way to dispose of it. The city, he said, was 
bound to pay for the unexpired rights, but 
was compelled to postpone the payment till 
it could get the money, even if the payment 
should not take place till the rights had ex- 
ired. 
N Mise Haley objected that the ordinance does 
not reserve a. right to acquire the properties 

by condemnation proceedings at a price to be, 
fixed by the court. Mr. Fisher answered that 
the right was reserved with the agreement 
that the court should fix the price stipulated 
in the ordinance. 

Miss Haley's rejoinder was a declaration 
that no fair deal could be made with the City 
railway, which she said had concealed its 
inability to make good the Provisions of the 

big ate: 


- Adjourns Subject to Call.

The ordinance includes a section providing 
that no person shall sell liquor except in ac- 
cordance with the dramshop act, a section 
held unnecessary for the purposes of pro- 
hibiting illegal sale of liquor but needed to 
make the illegal sale an act which will make 
the license subject to revocation. 

The N ee 5 provided are a fine of 810 
to $200 for sach offense, with this further 
provision: 

It any person, having been once convicted 
by the judgment of any court of violating 
any provision of this ordinance, the mayor 
may in his discretion, if such person has a 
license, revoke such license, and if any per- 
gon shall be convicted of a second offense 
the mayor shall revoke his license, and no

the expiration of two years from and after 
the date of Judgment of such second convic- 
tion. . 


Billboard Ordinance Passes. 
Phe council] also took final action on the 
billboard ordinance, paseing the ordinance 
as amended by the judiciary committee after 
a sharp debate over the question of the height 
from the ground at which the lowest board 
must be placed.

Ald. Badenoch, Ald. Cullerton, and Ald, 
Powers made objections to the five foot 
amendment, claiming it was unjust to the 
property owners and that a man had a right 
to do what he wanted to do in screening his 
property. Ald. Badenoch’s motion to set 
aside the amendment calling tor a five foot 
space was lost by a vote of 47 to 14. The final 
action on the ordinance. as amended was 

d by a vote of 60 to 0. 

The ordinance thus passed settles a long 
controversy. The discussions before the 
judiciary committee have been long and the 
billboard men have fought the ordinance bit- 
terly. As finally wor out, however, the 
ordinance is the expression: of the joint 
wishes of the committee and the billboard 
men. ‘Concessions have been made on both 
sides. 

Features of New Ordinance. 

The features of the ordinance as passed 
are as follows: 

Billboards of greater height than two feet on 
the roofs of buildings shall be faced with fron and 
anchored to the approval of the building on- 
sioner. The supports may be of wood. 

Hillboards’on roofs shall not exceed ten feet tn 
height. nor twenty-four feet in length for every 
twenty-five feet of frontage. A door shall be cut 
in the center of the board for fire escapes. 

Billboards shall not be anchored upon the roof 
of any building more than two stories in height 
or having anything but a flat roof. The plans 
must be submitted to the building commisstoner. 

Billboards erected otherwise than on buildings 
within the fire limits shall not exceed twelve feet 
in height and shall be constructed of some incom- 
bustible material, except that the stringera may 
be made of wood. 

No billboard other than those on the roofs of 
buildings shall be constructed at a greater height 
than seventeen feet from the level of the street, 
and the base of the billboard shall be at least 
five feet above level of street. 

Billboards not exceeding twelve square feet in 
atea may be built of wood or other material and 
shall be exempt from the provisions of thig arti- 
cle. Signa erected flat against the face of a build- 
ing also shall be exempt. 

Billboards erected outside the fire limits have a 
different set of regulations. They are not allowed, 
however, to be built higher than seventeen feet, 
and there is a provision for the same clear space 
of five feet underneath. 


Must Have Permit to Build. 
Other provisions of the ordinance are: 


No billboard ‘shall be erected without a permit 
from the building commissioner and upon the pay- 
ment of a fee. 

Billboards now existing shall be altered to com- 
ply with the ordinance by Oct. 1, 1907, or they will 
be torn down by the bufiding commissioner. 

The owner's name shall be placed on top of 
boards, and the building commissioner shall notify 
the owner of violations of the ordinance, placing a 
time for the alteration. If alteration is not made 
in specified time board shall be torn down. The 
building commissioner is empowered to take any 
other precautions for safety he sees fit, and charge 
the same to the owner of the board. 

The fee to be charged for permits shall be §2 for 
each board. 

‘Ask for Asphalt Expert. 

A resolution asking that a special asphalt 
expert, at a salary not exceeding $10,000 a 
year, be employed was referred to the finance 
committee on the motion of Ald. Cullerton. 
The duty ot the expert shall be to prepare 
specifications for asphalt work and super- 
vise the execution of the contract, both as to 
the materials. used and the workmanship.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2. The prelim- 
inary budget estimates of thé ministry of 
finance for the firat six months of 1907, com- 
mencing on Jan. 14, provide $528,415,000 for 
regular expenditures, an increase of $18,- 
806,000 over the same period of 1906. The 
greater part of the increase will be absorbéd 
by the interest on the big loan of 1906, which 
increased the total interest charges from 
$11,098,000 to $94,730,000. | 

The second largest item is an increase of 
$6,782,000. to provide for the increased manu- 
facture of spirits to meet the steadily in- 
creased consumption. 

Other important items in the budget are

Chancellor Repels Insinuation 
Freedom of Religion Is. 
in Danger. 


BERLIN, Jan. 2.—Chancellor Von Bilow 
today. disclosed the motives and acts of the 
government in dissolving the reichstag in 
a vigorous election manifesto which took the 
torm of a letter to Lieut. Gen. von Liebart, 
chairman’ of the managing comimittee of the 
Empire league, formed, to combat the social 
democrats. « 

The chancellor explained that he had a 
double purpose in appealing to the country— 
namely: to free the government from de- 
pendence on the clerical party and to 
strengthen the liberal groups in the reichs- 
tag so that they, in combination with the 
conservatives, may successfuily oppose the

and reactionary clericalism. 

- Socialism a Real Peril. 

Referring to the socialist danger the chan- 
cellor said: — 

Not only are its communistic dreams of 
the future hostile to civilization but so are 
its means for realizing them by mere brute 
force. Any tendency towards reaction to 
be found anywhere in Germany is due to the 
socialists undermining the popular concep- 
tions of authority, property, religion, and 
the fatherland. The sword of Bonaparte fol- 
lowed Robespierre, the simple citizen who | 
became mad drunk with the doctrines of 

*lIiberty, equality, and fraternity." Bona- 
parte had to come and free the French people 
from the terrorism of the een and com- 
munists.“ i 


No War on the Church, 

Repelling the intimation of the clerical 
party that the government meditated plans 
against the freedom of the church, the chan- 
cellor said that in many Catholic countries 
the church was not so well treated as in Ger- 
many. No representative of the federated 
governments thought of interfering with re- 
ligious equality before the law or with free- 
dom of consciencé, or contemplated the ex- 
ercise of pressure against the Catholic faith, 
Every statement to the contrary was simply 
an attempt to use religion as a means to fur- 
ther the Interests of a political group. 

The chancellor tReri announced that his 
political battlejery for the time was: 

“ Fight for the honer and prosperity of the

FIGHTS MAKE NEVADA FAMOUS. 


Siler Discusses the Ten Years of Finish 
Battles in the Sagebrush 
State.

Tonopah placed itself on the pugilietie map 
at a cost to the promoters of the Gans-Her- 
man fight of about 530,000. Goldfield got 
there with a profit of near the same amount 
of money. Now the Tonopah promoters are 
dickering for a fight with Gans and Jimmy 
Britt, and reports say will go down in their 
jeans and yank out $25,000 for the fight, which 
they hope to stage on March 17. 

Ten years*ago néxt St. Pat day the 
eyes of the pugilistic world were‘centered on 
Carson City, Nev., where Jim Corbett and 
Bob Fitzsimmons were having it out for the 
heavyweight championship, which Bob won 
with his famous solar plexus blow in the 
fourteenth round. It was the battle which 
placed Nevada on the pugilfstic map, and It 
has been there ever since, 

Dan Stuart, who promoted the mill, was 
nearly two years bringing Bob and Jim to- 
gether. Having business interests at Dallas, 


Tex., he tried to boom that town by matching . 


them to fight there.. He arranged for the 
erection of a large arena, and things. were 
working smoothly when Gov. Culberson put 
down his foot on the affair and the jig was up. 
Stuart then received word from the Hot 
Springs, Ark., officials that he could pull off 
the fight in that town. The officials, however, 
overlooked Gov. Clarke, and as the governor 
held the trump hand Stuart and the town o- 
cials threw their cards in the discard, 


> 

Dan was determined to puil off that cham- 
pionship fight, and after the Fitasimmons- 
Maher fight in Mexico, opposite Langtry, 
Tex,, which took place Feb. 21, 1896, he scouted 
around for a state that needed boosting and 
one the governor of which was not particular 
as to the methods employed to make it talked 
of. Dan went about his work quietly and 
determinedly, and when the sporting fra- 
ternity had given up all hopes of Corbett 
and Fitgsimmons ever coming together, he 
surprised the sporting world by rematching 
the men and guaranteed to pull off the fight 
in the state of Nevada, where there was no | 
law against glove fights to a finish. Stuart 
did not play his trump card until he had se- 
cured the passage of a bill permitting glove 
encounters, and that law still is intact. 

— 

Nevada as a prize fight state was lost sight 
of after the Corbett-Fitzsimmons mill until 
July 8, 1905, when Reno butted in and pulled 
off the Marvin Hart-Jack Root championship 
fight, which Hart won in the twelfth round. 
Interest was added to the event by the ap- 
pearance of Jim Jeffries as referee. Jeff re- 
tired a few months before the battle, and 
when he declared Hart the winner he also 
declared him the heavyweight champion. The 
battle, from a financial viewpoint, was a 
failure, and when Tex Rickard offered $30,000 
for a lightweight championship battle be- 
tween Joe Gans and Batling Nelson, those di- 
rectly interested in the sport wondered where 
the Goldfielders woule get off. The fight drew 
a $69,715 gate, and as the club’s expenses did 
not foot up $50,000 it killed two birds with one 
stone—boomed its town and cleaned up a nice 
chunk of money. 


— 

The Goldfielders’ success set the Tonopah 
people thinking, and, not to be outdone by 
their next door neighbor, fished around for 
a New Year’s day fistic attraction, and when 
Gans and Herman signed articles, subject 
to bids from fistic clubs, they went at it like 
a trout at a fly. They secured the match for 
$20,000, erected an expensive arena, expended, 
it is reported, $60,000, and lost half of that 
amount, 

The attraction, it appears, was not a good 
one. The weather was too cold and strikes 
did the rest. They have, however, the arena, 
and hope to break even on other fights. The 
Gans-Britt contest, which they have in mind, 
will draw a much larger crowd than did the 
New Year’s day scrap. However, the club 
put Tonopah on the map, and that, it appears, 
was its main object.

Prof. Garman, who is an instructor at 
Purdue “university, and: Mrs. Garman had 
been spending New Year's day at his father’s 
country home and were returning to this city. 
With them in the carriage were Noah Gar- 
man H. J. Garman. 

Close Call from. Injury. 

As they passed Coe's house he ran out into 
the road and emptied the contents of a shot- 
gun into the carriage. The occupants were 
saved from serious if not fatal injury by the 
fact that Coe was 150 feet from the carriage 
and because all wore heavy wraps. The 
governor’s daughter was nearest Coe and she 
received most of the shot, but they only 
penetrated her fur coat, not even drawing 
blood from her skin. Shot also pierced the 
outer garments of Prof. Garman and H. J. 
Garman, but they were not injured, 

The only provocation for the attack was an 
incident on New Year's day. Several guests 
at the Garman house party were out rabbit 
hunting near Coe’s house and the shooting 
frightened his horses. He deciared he would 


get even. 
Repeats the Attack. 

Prof. Garman and his party notified Sheriff 
Smutzer as soon as they reached Laporte 
and deputies were at once sent to arrest Coe. 
Before the deputies arrived Noah and H. J. 
Garman had started home, and as they passed 
Coe’s house he fired both barrels of his shot- 
gun at them, neither being hurt. 

Coe is 40 years old, and has been in the in- 
sane asylum at Logansport, where he was 
sent some years ago because of his attempts 
to injure his neighbors. He was later re- 
leased. About two years ago he attempted 
Mr. Garman’s life because of some fancied 
wrong. 

A commission will be appointed to examine 
his mental condition. If it is found he is not 
insane he will be prosecuted for attempted 
murder. If found insane he will be sent to 


the Logansport hospital for the insane, and 


then should he ever recover he can, under 
Indiana laws, be prosecuted for today's at- 
fair on his discharge from the hospital.

court to use its Giscretion in such a mat- 
ter. 

Whichever way, a recount decides the 
mayoralty, Gov. Hughes will be a gainer 
by his stand. If it should appear that 
Mr. Hearst was really defeated, Mr. 
Hughes will be personally pleased, and a 
source of trouble removed by the restora- 
tion of public confidence in the efficacy 
of the ballot.” If it shell appear that Mr. 
Hearst was elected the governor will win 
the applause of all honest men by defend- 
ing the popular will, even when the deci- 
sion is obnoxious to him personally.

UNSATISFACTORY: SPORT. 

The defeat of a Chicago high school 
football ‘team by the representatives of 
the Seattle schoo! made an unsatisfactory 
ending to an unwise trip. From the pub- 
lished accounts of the game it is clear that 
there was not much sport in it, and the 
spirit manifested was anything but pleas- 
ing. If the experience results in the per- 
manent discouragement of such junkets 
perhaps it may be counted worth while 
after all. 

‘Winning or losing, the long trip to the 
coast in midwinter six weeks after. the 
close of the normal season for the game 
was unwise. The commercial element in 
the affair was altogether too pronounced 
for u boys” contest. The contestants had 
not been in training ‘for several weeks. 
The time required to travel so far meant 
certain lack of condition, to say nothing 
of the effects of change of climate and en- 
vironment. If the reports which have 
been published are to be relied on the 
business arrangements were not clearly 
understood in advance. The impression 
gained is that the trip aud the contest 
meant little more than a holiday junket 
for players and attendants, with nothing 
to gain or lose so far as the game was 
concerned. 

From that point of view the amatetr 
character disappears and the spectacle is 
that of a contest for gate money. It was 
not so brutal as the prize fight in the 
neighboring state, but in some of its 
features it resembled that dffair. It is to 
be questioned seriously whether any one 
of the party will profit in the least by the 
experience. If a Chicago school team 
held the championship of Illinois and ar- 
ranged a contest during the football sea- 
son with the champion team of Michigan, 
or Wisconsin, or Indiana there might be 
both satisfaction and glory in winning a 
vietory. In the Seattle case nothing was 
settled from the standpoint of sport, and 
the general impression left is that of .an 
unsatisfactory ending of a foolish and 
hastily arranged junket. It is to be 
doubted whether any such contest ever is 
satisfactory where youths, comparatively 
unaccustomed to travel, journey across a 
continent to engage.a team on its home 
grounds without the chance of a return 
game with conditions reversed. It is 
more to be doubted whether such a con- 
test, with its elements of commercialism, 
should be permitted to high school boys 
when those most interested in education 
are striving earnestly to restore school 
and college sport to its true basis of ama- 
teur and friendly rivalry. 


AN ANTI-PASS LAW FOR ILLINOIS. 
Interstate free transportation was cut 
off at the close of the year 1906. The law 
applied to all classes of citizens, exempting 
only those directly associated with the rail- 
way company issuing passes over its own 
line and a few other persons. To a con- 
siderable extent therefore a recognized evil 
has been abolished and the relations of the 
people with the railways are put on a 
purely business basis, 
It remains now for the various states to 
supplement the federal law by the adoption 
of statutes forbidding the issuance of 
passes to points within their own jurisdic- 
tion. For it ie perfectly plain that privi- 
legew condemned as harmful in interstate 
traffic are as objectionable when permitted 
by state authority. Several? states have 
adopted anti-pass laws, and it is only right 
that-IHinois, one of the greatest common-. 
wealths, should be foremost in setting a 
worthy example. The Illinois legislature 
will convene next week, and it would be an 
auspicious beginning of ite labors’ if it 
should immediately turn its attention to 
the papsage of an law.

A GOOD AUTOMOBILE SPIRIT. 

One of the pleasant, evidences of reform 
for the beginning of the new year is the 
special report prepared for the Automobile 
Club of America with reference to sugges- 
tions involving public safety and public 
approbation. The report, prepared by ex- 
presidents of the club, recognizes the ten- 
sion between the automobilist and the peo- 
ple at large, and concedes frankly that if 
the automobilist does not restrain the.

This 8 is followed: by a number 
of suggestions, all made in a calm and 
coneillatory spirit and besring on the 
rights of the automobilist as well as the 
rights of the public. The report is so fair, 
so temperaté, so marked by moderation 
and good judgment, that it cannot fail to 
excite attention and respect. It recom- 
mends cooperation with and} not antago- 
nism to the law, and expresses the convic- 
tion that inasmuch as publie opinion must 
be the supreme court from which there is 
no appeal, so it is the duty of the Auto- 
mobile Club of America in its own inter- 
est to bow to public opinion and not to 
defy it. 

In several cities, Chicago among them, 
associations of automobilists have mani- 
tested a willingness to assist in the 
prosecution of reckless and criminally cares 
less drivers and to plant themselves ly 
on the side of observers of the law. en 
so prominent an organization as the Au- 
tomobile Club of America comes forward 
as the champion of public rights much may 
be looked for im the matter of reform 
where reform is needed. There is no gain- 
saying the fact that the number of auto- 
mobilists is increasing and that a Fational 
interest in the automobile as a means of 
transportation is growing. . Evidences of. 
unskiliful and dangerous driving have not 
been wanting and are still far too numer- 
ous, but assurances that these lawbreak- 
érs are as much at variance with the rules 
of the associations as with the laws of the 
state will materially assist in bringing 
them to an appreciation of their willful 
‘carelessness and in slowing them down. 

The public is disposed: to take the Au- 
tomobile club at its word. It is willing to 
believe that organized antomobilists are 
ready to comply with the laws framed for 
public safety and are asking only such con- 
sideration as sharers of the highways are 
privileged to expect. And doubfless the 
public will he glad to extend stich cousid- 
eration based on the moderate demands or 
the elub's reporting committee. Certainly 
the conciliatory tone adopted by the com- 
mittee, with the excellent suggestions of- 
fered, is likely to do away with public 
irritation and to help materially in remov- 
ing causes < of future friction.

Young Tyrrell Wüllam Cavendish's mar- 
riage to Miss Julia Siegel, daughter of Henry 
Biegel of New York, in that city last week 
serves to recall the fact that there is a claim- 
ant to the estate of Crakemarsah hall, Uttoxe- 
ter, now owned by Mr. Siegel's English son- 
in-law.

He also puts forwards pretensions to the an- 
cient Tyrrell baronetcy. 

The latter was created by Charles I. in 
favor of his master of the buckhounds, Sir 
Timothy Tyrrell. Another Tyrrell was privy 
councifor, a third a distinguished general, 
and.a fourth a gentleman in waiting to the 
king. The cabman claims to be descended 
from Sir Thomas Tyrrell, who died in 1705, 
At Sir Thomas’ death the estates and title de- 
scended to his grandson, Charles, third son 
of his eldest son, and on Charles’ death the 
baronetcy. was understood to become extinct, 
while the estates were claimed by the family 
attorney. a man by the name ot Sheppard, 
who had taken the precaution of marrying

One of Sheppard's descendants, the owner 
of the Tyrrell estates, which included Crake- 
marsh hall, was knighted, and became Sir 
Thomas Sheppard. He died without issue, 
leaving the property to a niece, Elizabeth 
Hart by name, who married the Hon. Rich- 
ard Cavendish; son of the second 
Waterpark: It is the Hon. Richard Caven- 
dish whp in this way. became possessed 
of the Craketnarsh Hall estates and of 
the other Tyrrell property who was the 
grandfather of the young Englishman mar- 
ried last week in New Tork to Miss Julia 
Siegel.

Mutilated 
parish registers; the intentional destruction 
and removal of monuments and tablets to 
the memory of members of the Tyrrell, fam- 
ily in the parigh church, etc., al? go to show 
that there was some foul play, presumably 
on the part of the family attorney, Sheppard, 
when he seized the estates on the strength 
of his marriage to Sir Charles Tyrrell's niece. 
The cabman is able to prove his descent in 
an unbroken line from Sir Thomas Tyrrell's 
son John, and so strong is his case that it has 
been taken up by a number of people who 
are furnishing. him with funds to prosecute 
his claims. 

The cabman is about 68 years of age, and 
while hostler lost his leg in stopping a runa- 
way carriage and pair. His father was a 
farm laborer, and was employed at Bur- 
ton for many years in a brewery. It may 
be added that the statute of limitations has 
no bearing on this particular case. For, al-

No Cruiser for Illinois. 

It was with considerable regret that the 
department was compelled to deny applica- 
tion of the Illinois naval militia for assign- 
ment to its use of the cruiser Montgomery. 
This vessel was only recently fitted out for 
torpedo service. The Detroit, which is a sis- 
ter ship.of the Montgomery, was proposed 
for this service, but the department, upon 
considering the matter, decided the cost of 
transporting the ship to Chicago from the 
Atlantic ocean would be too great. It would 
be necessary to cut it into three parts in order 
to get through „ ee canal. The depart- 
ment desires to t the wishes of the III 
nois naval militia and other lake battalions 
as far ae possible, but it does not see its way 
clear to giving them any larger ships than 
they have at present. 

The department is hopeful that negotiations 
with Canada, which Secretary Root will 
press ag soon as James Bryce, the new 
British ambassador, reaches Washington, 
will be brought to a successful and early 
conclusion. There is no doubt the two gov- 
ernments Will agrée.to modify the agree- 
ment of 1817, limi the armament each 
may main lakes. Wen this is 
done, the em 26 will make a contract 
with a lake ship bullding arm for the con- 
struction of a modern steel gunboat carry- 
ing four and perhaps six inch guns.

The president has talked with various 
members of congress as to the necessity of 
increasing by law the pay of all government 
employés, but the response has not been as 
sympathetic as he would like. He has au- 
thority to fix the wages of certain classes of 
navy yard workmen, and he is defermined to 


exercise it, thus showing congress that he ;
